Er.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting 

my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950>  which  has  been  prepared  on 
the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  There  were 
no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  during 
the  year. 

After  reaching  a peak  of 

20.6  in  19‘^7j  the  birtn  rate  has  fallen  gradually  each  year  since 
then,  and  in  195^  it  was  15'«9S"  This  still  compares  favourably 
with  the  birth  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Otherwise  the 
■'’’ital  statistics  show  little  change  from  those  of  the  previous 
year.

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  shows 
a considerable  decrease  from  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
incidence  of  infantile  paralysis  throughout  the  Country  as  a 
whole  again  rose  sharply  and  because  of  increased  prevalence 
in  neighbouring  areas  it  was  recommended  in  September  that 
operations  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  routine 
dental  extractions  should  be  postponed  except  in  cases  of  urgency. 
Corrected  figures  for  other  parts  of  the  County  are  not  at  present 
available,  but  it  is  probable  that  compared  v/ith  other  areas,  the 
District  was  relatively  lightly  affected.  Restrictions  on 
operations  of  the  upper  respiratory  tract  were  removed  in  December. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation .

The  method  of  protection  commonly  in  use  is  to  give 
each  child  two  immunising  injections  at  the  age  of  one  year, 
a,nd  a third  reinforcing  injection  early  in  school  life.  The 
reinforcing  injection  is  most  important  to  ensure  protection 
during  the  early  school  years,  and  135  such  injections  were 
given  during  the  year. 

Following  the  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis  in  19^7 » 
study  of  cases  v/hich  occurred  in  London  showed  in  some  cases  a 
possible  relation  between  immunising  injections  and  localisation 
of  paralysis.  In  a small  number  of  cases,  children  who  developed 
infantile  paralysis  and  v/ho  showed  maximum  paralysis  in  one  limb 
were  found  to  have  had  an  injection  in  that  limb  during  the 
proceeding  fev;  weeks.  It  was  considered  possible  that  the  small 
amount  of  tissue  damage  which  follov;s  intramuscular  injection  may 
have  been  a proc ipi tat ing , or  localising  factor  in  an  existing  or 
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sutsequent  infection  with  infp.ntile  paralysis  virus.  The 
relationship,  if  any,  is  not  quite  clear  and  it  at  present 
the  subject  of  thorough  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


However,  in  the  light  of  existing  knov/ledge,  it  was 
decided  to  stop  diphtheria  immunisation  last  autumn  and  this  is 
reflected  in  a reduction  in  the  number  of  children  under  the  age 
of  five  years  who  v/ere  immunised,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


Tuberculosis . 

There  v/ere  20  cases  of  respiratory  and  6 cases  of 
non-respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The 
figure  for  respiratory  oases  is  3 less  than  the  previous  year. 

Distribution  of  Meat 

Following  representation  to  the  Ministry  of  Food 
during  the  previous  year,  there  h-^s  been  an  improvement  in 
the  conditions  under  which  meat  is  delivered  to  retailers  in 
the  District,  and  this  improvement  has  been  maintained,  although 
conditions  are  not  yet  such  as  to  be  considered  entirely 
s a,  t i s f a,  c t o r y . 


National  Assistance  Mctp  19^8,  Section  47 * 

This  Section  of  the  Met  enables  Local  Authorities 
to  apply  to  Court  for  an  order  to  secure  the  care  of  persons 
who,  by  reason  of  infirmity,  old  age  or  other  conditions,  are 
unable  to  care  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other 
people  proper  care  a,nd  attention,  and  who  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions-  Several  cases  were  dealt  with,  but  in 
no  case  v/as  it  found  necessary  to  proceed  for  a Court  order. 

In  all  cases  alternative  means  v/ere  found  to  alleviate  unsatisfactory 
condi ti ons . 

Food  Poisonginm 

There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year,  but  one  minor  outbreak  occurred  in  a village  school. 
Conclusive  proof  could  not  be  obtained  but  there  seemed  little 
doubt  tha,t  the  outbreak  was  caused  by  a helper,  in  the  central 
kitchen  where  the  meal  v;as  prepa,red,  having  an  uncovered  cut  on 
her  finger. 


The  adoption  by  the  Council  of  the  Model  Bye-laws, 
drafted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  control  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  should  greatly  strengthen  the 
hands  of  those  concerned  in  safe-guarding  the  cleanliness  of 
our  food  supplies.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
legislation  in  itself  is  no  convenient  short  cut  to  security 
in  this  direction.  This  can  only  be  achieved  by  the  patient  and 
persevering!  educ'^tion  of  the  food  handlers  as  to  the  vital 
necessity  of  maintaining  his  ov/n  personal  cleanliness  at  the 
highest  possible  level.

Owing 
to  the  remoteness  of  the  source  of  supply,  human  contamination 
is  not  likely,  hut  should  it  occur  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever 
might  result. 

2 . Sewerage 

The  Council's  scheme  to  provide  a. sewerage  system  for 
the  Northern  Group  of  villages  was  the  subject  of  a Local 
Enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  following  which  the  I/Iinistry 
gave  approval  in  principle  to  the  Scheme.  It  is  a matter  of 
considerable  urgency,  that  this  Scheme  should  be  completed 
as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the  Council  may  proceed  with  their 
plans  for  building  houses  in  V/est  Huntspill. 

The  Council’s  scheme  to  improve  sev^erage  disposal 
arra,ngements  at  Chedzoy  was  also  the  subject  of  a Ministry  of 
Health  Enquiry,  but  permission  was  not  granted  to  proceed  with 
the  orignal  scheme  ^.nd  alternatives  are  being  considered. 

3 ® Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  hrea

I Leg  to  submit  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1950* 

Staff. 


The  following  changes  occurred  in  the  staff  of 
the  Department  during  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Organ  was  released  from  H.  M.  Forces 
and  resumed  duty  as  Junior  Clerk  on  20th  February,  and 
in  consequence  the  temporary  appointment  of  Mr.  D«  Cole 
v/as  terminated  on  8th  March. 

The  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  R.  M. 
Davies,  resigned  on  obtaining  another  appointment,  and 
left  the  Council's  service  on  August.  Mr.  B.S.  Yule 

vms  appointed  to  succeed  Mr.  Davies  and  commenced  duty  on 
6th  November! 

Complaints  and  Nuisances . 

The  number  of  complaints  investigated  during 
the  year  was  148  a decrease  of  23  on  the  previous  year.  In 
many  cases  nuisances  were  abated  as  a result  of  informal 
action  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  12  Abatement 
Notices,  a decrease  of  I3  on  1949»  On  inspection  a number 
of  complaints  were  found  to  be  not  justified  and  no  further 
action  was  taken  in  regard  to  them. 

Of  the  nuisances  found,  II6  were  abated  during 
the  year.  Difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  securing 
compliance  v/ith  informal  and  statutory  notices  to  abate 
nuisances ! reasons  given  being  the  high  cost  of  work  and 
the  shortage  of  I'lbour  and  materials.  The  number  of  visits 
made  in  connection  w'ith  nuisances  vvas  397* 

V/ater  Supply . 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  from  the  five  sources  of  supply  controlled  by 
the  Council  at  monthly  intervals  during  the  year,  and 
additional  samples  were  obtained  as  found  necessary. 

A total  of  7'^  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
water  supply  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under 
the  Housing  Acts  was  485;  2 houses  were  represented 

as  unfit  for  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  rendered 
fit  at  a reasonable  cost'  but  no  Demolition  Orders  v/ere 
made  by  the  Council.  In  9 cases  the  Council  agreed  to 
accept  undertakings  from  ovmers  to  carry  out  approved 
works  within  a stipulated  time,  but  none  of  these 
undertakings  were  fulfilled.  9 houses,  the  subject  of 
Demolition  Orders , were  demolished  during  the  year. 
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The  improvement  mentioned  in  my  last  Annual, 
Report  in  the  supply  position  of  huilding  materials  was 
mot  maintained  during  the  year,  and  in  fact  serious 
shortages  of  various  essential  materials  were  encountered, 
iit  one  period  cement  was  practically  unobtainahle  in  the 
District.  These  shortages  had  the  inevitable  effect  of 
delaying  the  execution  of  work,  and  also  again  resulted 
in  the  use  of  substitute  material  not  always  suitable  for 
the  work  required  to  be  done. 

I feel  that  I must  again  refer  to  the  difficult 
position  in  which  owners  of  cottage  property  are  placed 
by  the  continued  operation  of  the  Rent  Res  trie tiops Ac ts 
in  their  present  form.  Statements  by  owners  of  their 
inability  to  afford  the  cost  of  repairs  to  property  were 
often  in  the  past  considered  to  be  mere  excuses  put  forward 
in  an  attempt  to  escape  the  proper  obligations  of  a 
landlord,  but  greater  weight  must  now  be  placed  on  such 
statements  when  it  is  realised  that  rents  are  controlled 
at  the  1939  level  whilst  the  cost  of  repairs  and  maintenance 
has  at  least  doubled,  and  other  outgoings  chargeable  to  the 
property  have  also  increased  considerably. 

The  effect  of  this  has  been  exemplified  several 
times  during  the  year  when  owners  have  offered  to  give  their 
property  to  the  Council  in  order  to  relieve  themselves  of 
the  expense  of  carrying  out  work  to  comply  v/ith  notices 
served  on  them  by  the  Council. 

432  visits  v/ere  made  during  the  year  in  regard 
to  the  reconditioning  and  alteration  of  existing  houses  and 
the  installation  of  new  s.anitary  fittings. 

Ninety  four  visits  were  made  to  houses  in  respect 
to  v/hich  grants  were  made  under  the  Housing  (Rural  V/orkers ) 
Acts  and  the  Housing  (financial  Provisions)  Acts. 


The  Rural  Housing  Survey  was  continued  during  the 
yea.r,  3^9  houses  having  been  inspected  and  classified  as

Meat  and  Foods . 

Every  effort  was  ma.de  during  the  year  to  maintain 
the  regular  inspection  of  mea.t  and  other  food  at  retail  shops 
and  slaughterhouses  and  122  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  also  the  practice  to  inspect  the  meat  of 
animals  killed  for  home  consumption  under  licences  issued  by 
the  Food  Control  Committee,  and  in  view  of  the  percentage  of 
animals  found  to  be  diseased,  this  practice  has  been  found  to 
be  justified,  243  visits  v«/ere  made  for  this  purpose.

Ice  cream. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  at  the  end  of  the  year 

37 » s,nd  6 premises  were  also  registered  for  the 

manufacture  of  ice  cream.  Each  of  these  manufacturers 
produced  ice  cream  by  the  "cold  mix"  method,  followed 
by  boiling  of  the  product.  Sixty  six  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year  the  results  being  as  follows s- 

38  samples  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  1. 

6 samples  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  2. 

7 samples  were  pla.ced  in  provisional  Grade  3* 

2 samples  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  4. 

Of  the  66  samples  taken  thirteen  were  not 
conclusive  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  water  bath  at  the 
laboratory.
